“A school official’s only option is 
to evacuate the school when a 
bomb threat is made,” said State 
Representative Howard Hawk (D- 
Arab), sponsor of the bill. “This 
Wastes class time and emergency 
personnel time, not to mention the 
sense of insecurity and danger felt 
by the students.” 

Reports of violence on school 
campuses have risen dramatically

A Degree Of Differences 


(NAPS)—Scientists have cool 
news for many people who've been 
worried about global warming 

An analysis of 45 years of 
“degree day” temperature trends 
shows nothing to support assertions 
that the U.S. is heating up 

The study, by Arizona State Uni 
versity’s Office of Climatology. 
found no climate change, nor any 
change in either summer heat 
waves or winter cold spells, 

A “degree day” is a term often 
used by weathercasters. It was 
devised by heating, ventilation and 
air conditioning engineers to relat 
each day’s temperature to the 
demand for fuel to heat or cool 
buildings. 

To determine a heating degree 
day, the day’s average temperature 
is derived by adding the high and 
low temperatures and dividing by 
two. If the number is above 65 
there were no healing degree days 
that day, If the number is less than 
65, it’s subtracted from 65 to find 
what's needed to heat buildings 
Cooling degree-days measure what 
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it takes to keep ra] building cool 
enough for comfort. and are also 
based on the temperature average, 
minus 65 

Explains Dr. Robert C. Balling. 
Ir, a Science advisor to the Green- 
ing Earth Society, “Our analysis of 
degree day patterns from the histor 
ical climate records does not pro 
vide support for the compute: 
model simulations” that have been 
used to predict alarming future 
global conditions. These conditions 
have been blamed on the release of 
“greenhouse gases,” such as carbon 
dioxide, mostly the result of fossil 
fuel use by cars, trucks and electric 
utilities

our way of life to avert a danger 
that doesn’t seem to be there.

God's answer to the sinfulness of the human heart is regeneration 
Which comes to all those who repent of their sins, turn to God, and place a 
personal faith in Jesus as Lord and Savior 

(1) Regeneration is a matter of the heart. The person who repents from 
his heart of all sin and confesses in his heart the Jesus is Lord (Rom 10:9) 
is born again and receives a new hear trom God 

(2) Within the hearts of those who experience spiritual birth, God cre 
ates a desire to love Him and to obey Him. Repeatedly God emphasized to 


His people the necessity of a love which comes from the heart. Such love 
for and devotion to God cannot be separated from obedience to His law 
Jesus taught that love for God with the whole heart and love for one’s 


neighbor summarize the entire law of God (Matt, 22:37-40) 


(3) Love from the heart is the essential ingredient in obedience to God 
All too often God's people tried to substitute obedience to mere outward 


religious forms (such as feast days, offerings, and sacrifices) for genuine 
love from the heart. Outward observance without an inner desire to serve 
God is hypocrisy and is severely condemned by our Lord (Matt, 23:13-28) 


(4) Many other spiritual activities take place in the hearts of regenerated 
believers. They praise God from their heart (Ps. 9:1), meditate on God's 
word continually in their heart (Ps. 19:14), ery out to God from the heart 


(Ps, 84:2), seek God with all their heart (Ps. 119:2, 10), hide God’s word 
in their heart (Ps. 119:11), trust in the Lord with their whole heart (Proy 
3:5), experience the love of God poured out into their heart (Rom, 5:5) and 
sing to God from their heart (Eph, 5:19)

Elba pulled even at 8-8 with 2:41 
left in the quarter on a tip-in by 
Ware, regained the lead at 10-8 on a 
driving lay-up by Wayne Reed, and 
closed out the stanza by scoring the 
final 11 points of the quarter as the 
ligers moved out to a 15-8 lead!

Potatoes should be planted now. 
In fact, 1f you want to honor a long 

landing local tradition, plant on 
February 14th — Valentine’s Day. 
Or, “Planting Day.” 

Recommended varieties are Red 
LaSoda, Pontiac, Sebago and Supe- 
rior. Local seed stores have . Ponti 
ac (red) and Kennebec (white) 
seed potatoes right now. Buy from 
a local reputable retailer and odds 
are you'll get certified seed with no 
diseases 

Purchase about 12 lbs. per 1OO/ft 
row, 

Cut the seed potatoes in half or in 
quarters or just in big chunks. 
Make sure there are at least a cou- 
ple or more “eyes” in each piece. 
This is where your shoots will 
begin growing. Let cut pieces 
“heal” in a warm, dry place for 3 
to 5 days to help fight against rot- 
ling in the cold, wet ground. 
Planting 12” apart, with 36” 
between rows, you should get about 
100 Ibs. of nice potatoes per row in 
90 to 120 days. 

Potatoes, unlike tomatoes, like a 
more acid soil — pH between 5.0 
to 5.5. So, in the absence of a soil 
test, don’t put lime on the area 
where you'll plant potatoes. 

There are different ways to plant 
potatoes. If you are new at it, | 
suggest the old fashioned way 
Make a furrow sO you can plant 
the potato pieces about 4° deep. 
Drop in a sprinkle of 13-13-13 fer- 
tilizer and some compost every 12 
inches. I top that with a little 
super-phosphate fertilizer which 
potatoes like. Drop the pieces in 
the furrow, cut side down, making 
sure they don’t touch the fertilizer 


Rake an inch or so of soil into 
the whole furrow and keep watch 
for the first signs of plant growth 
The new potato — a tuber which is 
actually an underground stem, not a 
root .can withstand frost but the 
tender foliage cannot. So, as the 
plant grows and pokes it’s head up 
through the soil, use your hoe to 
keep pulling some dirt up over it so 
the plant always remains slightly 
covered, This is called “hilling.” 
Keep repeating the process until 
your hills are anywhere from 4” tall 
to.8™ tall. 

Potatoes are heavy feeders. In a 
few weeks add 8 to 10 Ibs of 13- 
13-13 to the row, Keep the ground 
moist but avoid over-watering 
which can promote rotting. 

As the plants grow you can har- 
vest a few small “new potatoes” 
while letting the rest mature to full 
size. After you finish hilling and 
the leaves remain exposed, watch 
for potato bugs. You can hand pick 
them off or use a dust or spray. 
Harvest your potatoes when the 
plants begin to yellow and die off. 

I dig my potatoes with a spading 
fork. Just insert the tines deep into 
the soil a few inches from the plant 
and lift up, As the soil crumbles 
away from the plant, you'll see the 
potatoes which can easily be gath 
ered by hand. “My, what a won 
derful day! 

Place the potatoes in a cool, 
Shady spot out of the direet sunlight 
or they will turn green and spoil 
quickly. 

Cook! Eat! Enjoy!

Landscaping a home, whether it 
is a rural home or a home in town, 
in an in-depth process. Many peo- 
ple think that landscape simply 
means shrubs, bushes, flowers and 
things of this nature. Landscape is 
everything from what your drive- 
way is made of, to the colors the 
house is painted to the shrubs, bush- 
es and things that you put out. In 
other words, landscaping is the 
whole setting of the home. 

The well-designed home land- 
scape is mainly planned to meet the 
needs and 

desires of the family. Trying to 
satisfy other folks, is not the correct 
attitude to take when landscaping 
your home. Landscaping is also 
concerned with establishing a good 
balance between functional land- 
scaping and one that looks good. 
The house and the surrounding area 
are treated as a single home unit. 
With this in mind, most homes need 
at least three general areas, They 
need an area for public access, for 
service and work, and for family 
living, 

The area of public access is usu- 
ally the front yard. It creates the set- 
ting and the overall look and feel of 
the home, Mainly, in one word, it 
should look “hospitable”. It should 
be welcoming to people who visit. 
It should also offer safe access by 
foot or automobile. 

The service area accommodates 
places for garbage/trash disposal, 
clothes drying, vegetable garden, 
composter, mulch piles, dog houses, 
sandboxes, lawnmowers, storage 
facilities and any other items that 
might be potentially untidy. One of 
the biggest problems you face in 
this area is one of screening and yet 
Maintaining accessibility, With this 
in mind, the service area can often 
be separated into two locations. You 
cun have a side area, which can 
accommodate some parts of the ser- 
vice area. Usually the back of the 


ex an 


house is a good place to design 
something for garbage collection, 
clothes drying and some of these 
types of areas. To be most 

functional the outdoor family liv- 
ing area should be an outdoor 
extension of the dwelling. This 
would mean it should be accessible 
from inside the home such as a deck 
or patio or a walkway that leads to 
an outdoor area like this. This area 
should be sufficiently screened or 
hidden to assure privacy and com- 
fort. It should also take full advan- 
tage of shade, cooling breezes and 
general overall comfort. 

The size of the outdoor living 
area is a matter of need, preference, 
and availability of space. If you live 
in town and space is limited, one 
place you might cut is in the public 
area and maybe add more space to 
your family living area. On the 
other hand, where space is ample 
and only maintenance is the limit- 
ing factor, there is no reason to 
skimp on a large outdoor living 
area. This area should be large 
enough that you can have 

plenty of room for private relax- 
ation and vigorous recreation, For 
example- you may have a private 
patio if you are interested in sun- 
bathing, but then you would have an 
open spot in the yard for badminton 
or some other activity. 

Once you have established this 
general setting of the home in these 
three areas-these being the public 
access area, the service and work 
area, and the family living area- 
then you can begin to choose your 
shrubs and other decorative plants 
that will compliment all of these 
area, For example if you want a 
patio with a privacy barrier other 
than a constructed material, you 
may use a shrub planted there, But 
if you don’t have this area laid out, 
it is hard to know what to plant. In 
general, when selecting plants you 
need hardy plants that will reach the 
proper mature size for the area you 
are planting. High maintenance 
plants should not dominate the

Keep these ideas in mind when 
developing your overall landscape 
“attitude”, One other pointer, don’t 
hurry landscaping. Study it, draw it 
out, think about it before you start.
